The plants listed in the annex as assigned to the State Corporation Kali, 
Erfurt Branch* comprise all the Soviet-owned potash plants. Apparently 
then the Kali SAG* Kainit SAG, and Syilvinit SAG, the three organisations 
into which Soviet-owned potash plants wore formerly divided, have all 
been combined under the State Corporation Kali, Erfurt Branch o why this 
organization is called "Erfurt Branch" or’ "Department in Erfurt" is not 
clear. The administrative center of the organization is in Berlin, where 
Sergei Dimitriovich Aksenov is general manager, Ilya Kvanovich Kochev is 
deputy general manager, and Sergei Yakovlevich Shevchenko is manager 0 The 
head of the Erfurt office is Granatov, (fnu), who succeeded Ilisulin when 
he returned to the UoS.S.p, The total 19a9 production of the Soviet 
potash plants listed in the annex amounted to 7^0,000 tons of KgO vhj le 
the potash plants left to the Germans produced only 260,000 tons of KpO 
in the same period .
